office. Before this he had laid himseif 
open to the charge that he had been med- 
dling with internal politics, many repub- 
licans believing he had conferred with 
Lentz. of Ohio, and other German demo- 
crats with a view to throwing German 
influence for the democratic ticket. While 
nothing could ‘be proved that would war- 
rant request for his recall. republicans 
believed the story and it hurt his use- 
fulness.

The patent under which the earl of 
Eggleston claims title was granted by 
King George on June 35. 1744. and is lo- 
cated in what was then Known as west 


; 
Florida, and which is now the state of 


Mississippi. 
In May, ld04, the earl of Eggleston, then 


jreigning as the head of his house, as- 


signed a portion of the tract to Ray and 
Mazon, two adventurers, who were start- 
ing for the new world, and they entered a 
tract of about 5,000 acres. 

It is claimed that under the agreement 
reached with the United States commis- 
sion after the revolutionAry war all pat- 
ents issued by King George were to be 
recognized as valid and binding and if 
litle can be proven in this instance it 
will be necessary for the government to 
make them good. 

It jis a far cry, however. from the tine 
of King George to the administration of 
President Roosevelt. and why tne house 
of Eggleston has allowed its eclafm to 
slumber for so many vears is not stated,

The dead body of Thomas ©. Christian, 
night yard conductor for the Georgia 
railroad, was found last night in ¢he 
railroad yards near the Butler street 
eulvert.

The body was taken in charge by an 
undertaker and prepared for burial. 

Christian left his home,. at sil Wood- 
ward avenue, last evening aiter supper, 
kissing his wife and two little children 


/ goadby. He remarked as he steppea onto 


the front poreh that he wus glad tae 
weather was Warmer, as the cola nights 
made it very disagreeable in the railroad 
vards. A short while later he Was at 
work as-usual, making up trains and 
giving orders to yard engines and train 
crews. 

At about fifteen minutes before 9 o'clock 
he was seen by severa!] car couplers as 
he walked down the railroad tracks to- 
wards the depot. Two men saw wim 
when he was near the Butler street cui- 
Vert and they must have seen him but a 
few seconds before he was killed, but 
they did not witness thé accident.

WHITES FIRST: 
THEN NEGROES 
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Order in Which They Should 
Be Educated, Says Dr. 
Dabney. 


New York, January 9—A meeting was 
held tonight in Carnegie hall in the in- 
terest of education in the south under 
the auspices of the Armstrong Associa- 
tion. Morris K. Jesaup, president of the 
chamber of commerce, presided. Gov- 
ernor Montague, of Virginia, was among 
those on the platform. 

Dr.. Charles W. Dabney. president of 
the University of ‘Tennessee, was the 
lirst speaker. He deplored the lack of 
schools in the rural districts of the 
south and the poverty of the inhab- 
itants of those districts which compelled 
a majority of the children to seek work 
as soon as they were able to work. He 
quoted from the census reports to show 
that in 1900 the percentage of illiterates 
among males over twenty-one years of 
age, native whites, was in Virginia 12.5, 
in North Carolina 19, in South Carolina 
12.6, in Georgia 12.1, in Alabama 14.2, in 
Tennessee 14.5, aifd in Kentucky 10.5. 
Those conditions were due, he said, to 
the poverty of the people who are doing, 
proportionately to thelr means, as much 
as the people of other states. 

“education is the need of the south,” 
sald Dr. Dabney, ‘‘but we must educate 
the white man first. We need not neg- 
lect the black, but the only way to per- 
manent improvement is to teach the 
white man so that he may-in his turn 
teach the negro. Racial prejudice is in- 
born in fs, as in all human beings. This 
is not pecullar to the white people of 
the south. The Creator has planted this 
prejudice in the hearts of the plain 
poeple, gs a means of keeping their 
blood pure, and it is going to persist 
there until reason and culture takes their 
pluce as the guardians of race integrity. 
The only way, therefore, to remove un- 
reasonable race feeling is to educate 
the negro, So long as the white man 
sees. any danger to’hia children or 
grandchildren from the hegro, just s0 
long will he hate him and do all he can 
to keep them apart. Educate the negro 
by all means. Make him also an inde- 
pendent, self-respecting citizen, but edu- 
cate the white man first.’ 

President Charles D. Meclver, of the 
North Carolina Normal School for Wom- 
en, told of the advances made in recent 
years in his state and said. he was hope- 
ful that the thme weuld soon come when 
education would be within the reach ot 
every youth in the south as it is todvg 
in the north. 

President Edwin A, Alderman, of Tu- 
lane university, New Orleans, said: 

“The southern problem, so called, is 
wrong at one end and crude at the 
other. We have to deal with a back- 
ward race. If the resistless north would 
look at this matter a little less fervidly, 
gel it away from their emotions and 
into their practical hearts and brains, 
they woukl understand the conditions 
better. The southern white man wants 
to forget the negro in the past and to 
think of him only as an economic human 
problem that must. be considered in the 
future. They must get to know that it 
is no longer a question of what the 
white man.is going to do for him, but 
what he is strong enough to do for him- 
self.”’

That was only one of many such ¢ases, 
said the doctor. 

Colonel Lowry said that it was a fact 
that loca] physicians often got rooms at 
fhe hospital where they earned their fee 
all the same. 

Mavor Howell said he believed the mat- 
ter could be simplified by going at It 
slowly. . 

“Tl believe we can get the corporations 
that use our hospital when they hurt peo- 
ple,” said the mayor, “to pay for the 
building of extra wards, it being under- 
stood they are to pay a stipulated amount 
for the use of such wards.”’ 

Mr. Hemphill said: he did not want 
anything done that would give the cor- 
porations an ownership in any of the 
city’s property.

SCHOOL CENSUS 
WILL BE TAKEN 


Will Re Eatinvated This Year 
from Last United States 
Census. 


The state board of education held a 
meeting yesterday in the office of State 
School Commissioner W. B. Merritt tor 
the purpose of arranging plans for taking 
the school census this year in accordance 
with law. There were present Governor 
Terrell, Commissioner Merritt, Comp- 
troller General Wright, Secretary of 
State Cook and Attorney General Hart. 

Under the law passed in 1887 it is re- 
quired that the school census of the state 
shall be taken every five years. But at 
the end of the five year period nearest 
following the taking of the United States 
census it is provided that the state board 
of education shall estimate the school 
census of the state from the last census 
report, the board being given authority 
to have a special census taken in any 
country or counties, or in any gchiil dis- 
trict where there js special reason for 
doing so. 

In accordance with this law the board 
decided yesterday to estimate the census 
this year from the United States census 
report of 1900. An estimate will be made 
for each county and school district, and 
for each city having a public school sys- 
tem, the number of school children be- 
tween the ages of 6 and.16, at the last 
census, and the previous rate of increase 
Deing taken into consideration. 

The Woard decided that if any county 
or school district in the state should be 
dissatisfied with the estimate made, pro- 
vision would be made for taking a spe- 
cial census in such county or district. 
Under the law this estimate from the 
United States census is made only once 
in ten years, while every other ten years 
a complete census is taken by actual 
count, 

The state board decided to suggest to 
the county superintendents that the 
schools be in session for 100 days this 
year, the same ag last year. 

The state school commissioner was also 
authorized to compile the school laws of 
the state and prepare them for publica- 
tion at his earliest convenience. 

The county school commissioners of the 
state will, hereafter, have to make their 
itemized reports in duplicate only. Here- 
tofore they have been made in triplicate, 
one copy going to the governor. Gov- 
ernor Terrell will have access to the 
copies in the state school commissioner's 
office and the county superintendents are 
relieved of that much work.

HIGDON WANTS MANDAMUS. 


Suspended Commander of Third Reg- 
iment Goes Into Court. 
Montgomery, Ala.. January 9.—In the 
cliy court today Colonel E. L. Higdon, 
suspended commander of the Third reg- 
iment, filed a bill against Governor Wi}- 
liam D. Jelks, praying that the court is- 
Sue an alternate writ of mandamus to 
the governor requiring and command. 
ing ‘him to restore Colonel Higdon to the 
command of his regiment, from which. 
it is claimed, h@ was wrongfully and il- 
legally suspended, and that certain orders 
bearing on the matter be revoked and 

annulled. 

The suit grows out of the old fac- 
tional fight in the regiment which dates 
back to the time of the Spanish war. 
About a year ago Lieutenant Colonel O. 
Kyle was court martialed at the in- 
stance of Colonel Higdon for alleged in- 
subordination and as the result of the 
finding the governor suspended the va- 
rious field officers of the regimert. Later 
Colonel Higdon was restored to commang, 
but would not accept :reStoration witin- 
out an explanation, from the governor 
as to why he was suspended. The ex- 
planation was not made, but the govern- 
or again suspended Higdon ard he has 
since been under suspension. This is the 
basis of the mandamus sult.

Chairman Wickersham, of the depot 
hoard of control, acted as spokesman for 
the railroad men and stated to the com- 
mission that the iron for a new roof for 
the depot had been ordered two months 
ago, the contract for making the repairs 
paving been let .to Grant Wilkins. Delay 
in getting the material was responsible, 
he said, for the repairs not having been 
made long ago. However, the iron for 
the roof has been shipped and is expected 
next. week. The board of control ‘also 
intends to make other repairs including 
painting, fixing up the waiting rooms, 
and in general to make the oid shed as 
eonvenient for the public as it is pos- 
sible to make suth a bduillding. 

“IT think we can guarantee,’ said Mr. 
Wickersham in conclusion, “to have the 
work completed and the building in good 
shape by February 1” 

The railroad commission accepted this 
statement and said if the work waS com- 
pleted within that time and to the extent 
stated, it would be satisfactory. 

Letter from President Thomas. 

The following letter from President J. 
W. Thomas, of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis, explaining the atti- 
“4ude of his road, was read: 

Nashville, Tenn., January 8, 18.—Hon. 
Spencer R. Atkinson, Chairman Railroad 
Commission of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga.— 
.Dear Sir: Referring to yours of January 
3, beg to say that representatives of this 
<ompany, as lessee of the Western ‘and 
Atlantic railroad, have repeatedly ap- 
neared before the railroad commission 
of Georgia, and have had conferences 
with the committee of the city council 
of Atlanta, and with special committees 
of the Georgia legislature with reference 
to the erection of a union passenger sta- 
tion upon the state’s property in the city 
of Atlanta. 

Several plans prepared at considerable 
expense have been submitted to and ex- 
amined by the commission and commit- 
tee of the city council of Atlanta and 
legislative committees, but all efforts to 
secure the erection of a union passenger 
station upon the property of the state 
in the city of Atlanta have failed; in 
the first instance because the legislature 
declined to authorize the samme upon the 
terms proposed by the railroad, and in 
the second instance the proposition made 
by the state under a special act of the 
legislature did not meet with the ap- 
proval of all the railroads using the pres- 
ent station. 

Your attention is called to the fact that 
the Western and Atlantic railroad owns 
but three-tenths of the building, which 
interest is valued at $21,000, and you are 
advised that during the years 1901 and 
1%2 there has been expended $23,078.27 for 
permanent repairs, and there is now an 
outstanding contract for renewal of the 
roof, amounting to $3,992, making a total 
of $27,070.27 in two years, of which the 
lessee company has or will pay $8,121.08, 
which I think is a liberal expenditure for 
that period on the three-t@nths interest 
in the building, valued at $21,000; and I 
do not think, under the terms of the con- 
iract with the state of Georgia, that this 
company should be required to do more 
_than maintain that building so that the 
three-tenths interest of the state shall 
continue to be worth $21,000, the value at 
Which it was delivered to this company.

Study of a Bone. 

Tacoma Ledger: When the real scien- 
tist finds a bone, he can construct from 
it the animal to which the bone belonged. 
The older the bone the better, for this 
gives the scientist a chance for bold 
treatment of the subject. The result, as 
portrayed in the text-book, is apt to be 
fearful and wonderful. Whether or not 
it is approximately correct, there is ho 
possible way of ascertaining. The gen- 
eral opinion is that it is not correct. This 
is called to mind by current consideration 
of a skull found in Kansas. The scientist 
has had his fling at it. and has decided 
it to be the skull of a man, and that it 
is at least 10,000 years old. On the sub- 
ject of skulls, science is not absolute. As 
Was recently cited by a local’ pulpit ora- 
tor, a certain skull of unknown origin 
had been passed upon by a number of 
eminent scientists, each giving his verdict 
without the knowledge of the conclusions 
reached by others. No verdict agreed 
with any other. The skull was rated 
that of some Shakespeare, some promi- 
tive human of possibly the 
of the Papuan Indian, and a 
did not appear to be the skull 
man at all. The craniology of civilized 
men differs widely. There are round 
heads and long heads, the difference ha- 
ing manifest that the investigator of 
the future, kicking a pair of them out of 
the silt of ages, would never believe they 
had belonged to men of one time and 
race. Hence the 10,000-year-old skull of 
Kansas will excuse us for fallure to ac- 
cept it at the scientific appraisement. 
There does not seem definite reason for 
supporting that what happened in Kan- 
sas 10,000 years ago can be made a matter 
of record at the present day.
